Engineering Show Is 
Best To Date, 


Says H. A. Russell 


Declaring that the third annual 
Engineering show was the best that 
has been presented to date, H. O. 
Russell, science instructor, today 
expressed satisfaction at the order 
in which the experiments were per- 
formed last week. 

Russell says that the men per- 
forming their demonstrations were 
extremely lucky that they all went 
off as well as they did. Usually 
some mechanical imperfection — re- 
sults in a “fizzle” for one or more 
scheduled performances. 

“The average work for the ex- 
periments ranged between two and 
four months preparation,” Russell 
continued. The experiment on the 
oscillograph required about the 
longest to prepare, with that on dry 
ice probably the shortest, in actual 
building time.

The cafeteria, although still a 
doubtful quantity, was born with 
considerable ceremony during the 
Tannenbaum regime. That the 

_ first semester executive used poor 
judgement in appointments to re- 
sponsible positions at the Dinette 
is a development that only time 
and Cleo Smith can correct. 

Failure to diagnose committee 
patronage killed Tannenbaum’s 
chance for a major triumph on the 
Dinette item—bye and large the 
greatest local student enterprise 
in a decade. 

A third, unpublicized .achieve- 
ment was the securing of a gentle- 
Mens agreement among the cam- 
pus elubs assuring more uniform 
observance of the student ticket 
membership clause of the constitu- 
tion. A try at enforcing the law 
was made, with rather favorable 
results. One-hundred per cent vic- 
tory was not the outcome, nor was 
it expected, ‘but conditions were 
definitely improved. 

Robertson’s 
Regime Young 

This is hardly the time to draw 
any conclusions of the Robertson 
presidential period. A spring se- 
mester president’s success or fail- 
ure usually depends on his board’s 
Fiesta and Opera managerial ap- 
pointments. However, since the 
conditions attending Robertson’s 
asuming office were so demanding 
of immediate and decisive action, 

‘some indication is apparent re- 
garding his policies and _ princi- 
ples. 

This writer refers to the sweat- 
er soiree. It was on this delicate 
point that before he had been in 
office a week, Robertson left no 
doubt as to his personal attitude. 
An attitude that later gave birth 


to legislation protecting the inter- 
ests of every concerned party.

Pomona Lecture 


Several local studenits attended a 
lecture. by Dr. Roy Chapman An- 
drews on his adventures in the 
Gobi desert this week at Pomona 
college. ; :

He explained the cause of 
the expeditions to. the Gobi as the 
testing of the theory of common 
origin of animals from Central 
Asia. On this trip, the men took

years old in the Flaming Cliffs of 
red sandstone and a new species of 
dinosaur with the eggs was de- 
scribed and pictured in great de- 
tail.

‘ eggs and bones in flour paste.. 

Pictures were shown of the man- 
ner of trapping small desert ani- 
mals with peanut butter and the 
digging up of many species of mas- 
todon, preserved ‘in almost the 
same condition as in the La Brea 
Tar pits.
